We record above what appears to be a falling off in the exports 
of Pig-Iron, but the secret lies in the fact that owing to the duty in 
Germany being abolished on Oct. 1, 2s we noticed some months ago, 
shipments for German ports are being delayed, so as to reach their 
destination rather after that date. Smelters in want of ore are 
paying high prices for native. caused by the absence of Spanish, on 
account of the unfortunate condition of that country. Samples of 
new native stone are being offered, some of which is finding favour, 
while other classes will only be purchased until a better can be 
found. The improvement in the Bar Iron Trade is extending, and 
a scarcity of workmen is being experienced, the high wages paid 
miners having drawn off a number of hands partially employed 
during the slackness, and w'io show no inclination to return. Orders 
are very plentiful both for merchant and ship iron at firm prices, 
for home demand and shipment. During the week the Clyde exports 
have been exceptionally ood for bars, and sheets and hoops have 
come in for a proportionate share. 

Coals for shipment and domestic use have been slightly advanced, 
but a reduction in this article is urgently required to place the trade 
of the country on a satisfactory footing. Nothing but a singularly 
abnormal condition of the coal trade could make it possible for our
